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Dr. Ling, Principal of the Montreal Oral 
School for the Deaf, discussing the topic 
“the deaf may speak”, destroyed some of 
the commonly held fallacies regarding deaf- 
ness. 


The lecture, accompanied by live de- 
monstrations, proved to be another of this 
year’s popular talks sponsored by the Pre- 
Med Society. Held in conjunction with the 
Psychology Club, it attracted a large crowd 
to the Humanities auditorium, despite elec- 
tion fervour. 


Dr. Ling termed deafness the most fun- 
damental handicap, but emphasized that 
every deaf person has some degree of resi- 
dual hearing. He showed how, utilizing this 
fact, modern methods can train even those 
with severe hearing loss to speak normally. 


“No longer must the deaf be segregated 
in institutions apart from society,” he de- 
clared, “It is now possible for them to com- 
pete in a normal world, and even contribute 
in a professional capacity.” 


Analyzing the causes of deafness, most of 
which are pre-natal, due cither to inherited 
tendencies, German measles, or birth injury, 
Dr. Ling emphasized the higher proportion 
of severe hearing loss in these risk groups.

“Never, in more than fifteen years of work in this field, have | met anyone 
who is totally deaf,” claimed Dr. Daniel Ling in a lecture delivered here on Friday. 


With the aid of several children from 
the school for the deaf, Dr. Ling demon- 
strated some of the methods used in teach- 
ing them to speak normally. An important 
aspect of this work is that it begins in the 
cradle when the child is fitted with hearing 
aids. It can start at such an early age be- 
cause deafness is relatively easy to detect 
since the child does not respond to noise. 


Later on, in school, the children are 
taught various sounds through associating 
them with the patterns made by the words 
on the screen of an oscilloscope. Much of 
the work is done with microphones and 
headphones. All of these methods are based 
on residual hearing. 


Finally, Dr, Ling condemned the archaic 
sign methods which hinder a deaf person 
from communicating fully. He said, how- 
ever, that it is almost impossible to prevent 
a deaf person from lip reading. It should in 
any case be regarded only as a supplement, 
since this visual concentration prevents 
them from using what is left of their 
hearing.

Turner advocates domestic peace corps

Canada would do well to organize a voluntary domestic peace corps to cushion the steady cultural assimilation 
of the Eskimo, a Montreal Member of Parliament said over the weekend. 


John Turner (Liberal MP for St Lawrence-St. George), 
said the present brutal cultural genocide of the Eskimo is 
an inevitable development of the incursions of the white 
man in the North. 

Wtih the extension of the governments’ services in the 
North, adjustment is being facilitated. He said it would be 
worthwhile to have youth participation in the transforma- 
tion of the Eskimo's living conditions. 


African political freedom partly achieved 
declares Liberian Seminar delegate —

“Political freedom has been achieved in part,” 


stated Dr. Angie Brooks, Assistant Secretary of the 
State of Liberia, speaking on “Africa's Irresist- 
able March to Economic Emancipation and Political 


Resurgence,” at the African Seminar. 


Except for Angola, South Africa, and Southern 


Speaking about Africans studying in colleges 
and universities outside the continent, Dr. Brooks 
stated that “Africa needs their talents and abili- 
ties.” She went on to confirm the fact that there is 
an “acute shortage of trained personnel", 

Regarding the economic aspects of her talk, she 


Rhodesia, there are 35 independent, majority-ruled 
nations on the African continent. Some of these, 
she explained, obtained their independence by vio- 
lence, while others evolved peacefully from their 
colonial rulers. Dr. Brooks affirmed that her coun- 
try and Ethiopia were pressing for action in the 
United Nations against the governments of Portu- 
gal, South Africa, and Southern Rhodesia for lag- 
Ling behind, on behalf of the African Congress, 


Attempts are now underway to “reassert the 
African personality” in the newly independent na- 
tion. She complained that the social and economic 


problems of Africa were being played up by the 
western press, such as the New York Times. In 
fact, she stated, some important achievements had 
been accomplished by these States. Much work and 


emphasized that “Africa is developing the natural 
and human resources of the continent”. Dams, high- 
ways, schools, and refineries are being built 
throughout the continent. 


Dr. Brooks charged that the colonial powers had 
neglected their duties to their peoples and had left 
them to the mercy of natural catastrophes. The co- 
lonialists had followed slogans like, “Teach only 
those who want to be taught”, and “Help only those 
who want to be helped", and therefore, had failed 
to provide opportunities for all. 


She also charged the colonialists with doing 
“practically nothing to alleviate inherent African 
problems. “But”, she ended, “in spite of this back- 
ground, Africa will march to economic emancipa- 
tion and political resurgence.” 


Turner was speaking in a panel session highlighting the Arctic 
Conference on Saturday. Opened by Brigadier Love, Director of the 
Arctic Institute of North America in Montreal, the Conference was 
host to student delegates from 13 Eastern Canadian and American 
universities. It was sponsored by the Franklin Society and is the first 
of its size at McGill. Dr. Trevor Lloyd, Chairman of the Geography 
Department presided over the sessions. 


MP Turner, parliamentary secretary to the Federal Minister of 
Northern Affairs and Natural Resources, Arthur Laing, said the gov- 
ernment runs a deficit of $55,000,000 in the North, “one of the last 
underdeveloped regions of the world.” The future of this area — 40% 
of the Canadian land mass — lies in its unlimited untapped mineral 
resources, Turner said. 


“The Canadian North is not an economic priority, but the factors 
of sovereignty, politics, and scientific research have made the role of 
government in the North promote the well-being of the inhabitants, 
stimulate resource development, and encourage the political eman- 
cipation of the area,” he stated. 


J. Hartness Beardsley, project manager of the British Newfound. 
land Corporation, said the North will see more commercial explora- 
tion and settlement. He cited the hydro-electric exploitation of the 
Hamilton Falls in Labrador and the growing communities such as 
Labrador City as portents of the North’s future. 


The BRINCO official said employment opportunities in the North 
are unlimited especially for engineers, geologists, administrators, and 
teachers. He predicted that more permanent cities would arise with 
the rapid growth pressure of population. 


Dr. Maxwell Dunbar, Chairman of the Marine Science Centre at 
McGill, said “We can look forward to enormous expansion of univer: 
sity research in the North. “He said the Russians and Danes are not 
too far ahead in scientific research than Canadian scientists, 


He told the delegates there is no shortage of employment in the 
North especially in the summer. Dignity, gaiety, and adventure are 
to be found there by scientists, he commented. 


Young John Milton, of the Conservation Foundation in New York, 
was concerned with the type of “value-system” man wishes to impose 
on the Arctic — scientific understanding or runaway technology, The 
eroding effects of nuclear atmospheric testing on Arctic lichen and 
other vegetation, and on the caribou herds on which the Eskimo feeds 
were cited as detrimental to future Arctic development.

Cliff Post, BA 4, this weekend received the award for the best contribution to the Model 
United Nations Security Council held at St. Lawrence University in Quebec City. 


The McGill delegation of Post 
and Philip Rosen represented Ma- 
laysia at the Council session. 
Sponsored by the International 
Relations Club, the three-day 
event marked the 17th annual 
Security Council at St. Lawrence. 


The award was given on the 
basis that the Malaysian delegates, 
representing a small country, 
managed to contribute more to 
the working of the Council than 
could be expected of a nation so 
little involved in foreign affairs. 

Among the resolutions present- 
ed during the six-session Council 
was a discussion of aggression 
against Malaysia on the part of 


Indonesia. The debate, introduced 
by the McGill delegation, culmi- 
nated in the tacit acceptance of 
the proposal by the Security 
Council. 


A resolution urging all peoples 
to give more support to the 
United Nations was also passed,

Swimmers grab second place 


“We came down here for a picnic,” 


you fellows really gave us a scare.’ 


With a superb team effort, the 
Redmen almost upset the favour- 
ed University of Toronto Blues, 
at the OQAA championships, held 
Saturday in the Sir Arthur Currie 
Memorial Swimming Pool. The 
meet climaxed a season's hard 
training under a devoted coach, 
Bob Gauld and a never:tiring 
manager, John Walmsley, and 
proved that, no matter how sure 
they were of victory, the Blues 
are not the unchallanged mo- 
narchs of the OQAA, 


Richard Pound and Erik “Bull- 
dog” Haites, along with their op- 
ponents, produced the most eye- 
catching events of the evening. 
In the 50-yard freestyle, Pound 
overcame a seemingly insur- 
mountable margin to gain an al- 
most unprecedented tie with Theo 
Van Ryn, of Toronto. The two had 
equal times in heats and finals, 
and all judges agreed that their 
Jane had placed first. In the 100- 
yard freestyle, there was a repeat 
performance; Pound seemed even 
further behind, but he came 
through with an unchallenged 
victory. By the time of the free- 
style relay, it was old hat for 
Pound to come from behind. Af- 
ter McGillians Heap, Ruiter and 
Peers had valiantly kept just 
within striking distance of To- 
ronto speedsters Van Ryn, Ri- 
chardson at al, Pound was faced 
with Tom Verth. After three 
lengths, he was less than a stroke 


behind, but thus the two arch- 
rivals finished. The margin of 
victory : 0.5 seconds. 


In the 200-yard breaststroke, 
Haites planned his race. If he 
could stay with Toronto’s Chap- 
pelle, for the first 100 yards, he 
knew he could win. At the hun- 
dred, he was 3 yards behind. He 
gained consistently. Coming out 
of the last turn, they were neck 
and neck. Chappelle surfaced 
first, but Haites was ahead. The 
lead alternated, but again, one 
stroke made the difference, and 
it was Haites by half a second. 


Although these two were the 
most exciting encounters of the 
meet, the other members of the 
team contributed no less to the 
Redmen's fine showing. In the 
200-yard freestyle, Heap just drop- 
ped third place to Western's Go- 
van, while Bourne coasted into 
fifth place, doing close to his best 
time. Besides Pound in the 50- 
yard freestyle, both Ruiter and 
Mullins were within a second of 
a podium position, placing fourth 
and fifth respectively. 

Bill Peers, long-time holder of 
the Sprenger Trophy for the back- 
stroke, successfully defended his 
title, while setting a meet, pool 
and team record in his own best 
time of 2 min., 9.3 sec. Waugh 
and McMahon just missed the 
“money” placing fourth and fifth, 
Peers also set a pool record in 
the 200-yard individual medley,

The 100-yard freestyle 
saw noble efforts from Heap and 
Ruiter, who were just edged out 
of fourth place. In breastroke, it 
was former captain Bob Taniilia 
who found time to watch Haites 
beat Chappelle while swimming 
to a comfortable fourth place. 
Govan was the spoiler for the 
Redmen in the 500-yard free- 
style. He edged out Bourne for 
second place, while Redmen El- 
liott and Cameron placed fourth 
and sixth. 


Thus finished the swimming 
season. With additions next year, 
the Redmen could be stronger 
than ever. Best of luck is wished 
to those attending the SIAU meet 
in Western, next weekend.
